RESOLUTION 

F. No. A-l 1019|5|87-87-Ad. I.—The Government 
have decided to set up a National Transportation 
Safety Board with the following broad functions : — 

(a) To oversee the function of the sectoral 

safety organisations and their effectiveness 
in the implementation of safety related 
measures ; 

(b) To coordinate the formulation and imple¬ 
mentation of safety related measures involv¬ 
ing more than one sector of transport ; 

(c) To coordinate research and development in 
regard to safety measures which would be 
of common interest to different modes of 
transport; 

(d) To act as a clearing house for dissemination 
of information of safety related measures 
adopted in one sector of transport to the 
other sectors of transport to the extent 
they can be useful ; and 

(e) To act as an umbrella organisation for the 
involvement of agencies outside the trans¬ 


port sector for 1 promting safety or For 
relief measures. 

2. The role of the proposed National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board shall be recommendatory. The 
Board shall not investigate or enquire into individual 
accident cases. 

3. The composition of the Board will be as 
under:— 

fa) The Board will consist of 6 Members, who 
shall be technical experts in the fields of 
safety in railways, roads, inland water 
transport, civil aviation, maritime trans¬ 
port etc., and other experts considered 
suitable by the Government. 

(b) While the Board shall have a full-time 
Chairman with a term of 5 years, the other 
members shall be part-time. 

(c) The Chairman of the Board shall be an 
eminent person with experience in some 
transport sector. 

(d) The Board may interact with other e.\perls| 
specialists in the Government or in the 
private sector including officials connected 
with the safety organisations of different 
transport sectors. 

4. The Board shall be serviced by a Secretariat 
beaded by a Secretary of the rank o f a Joint Secretary 
to the Government of India. The Secretariat shall 
have requisite supporting staff to deal with different 
sectors of transport as also administrative matters 
pertaining to the apex body. The Secretariat staff 
may be drawn from different Departments|Ministries 
on deputation. 

5. Sanctions shall be issued by the Secretary of 
the Board with the concurrence of the Financial 
Adviser of the Cabinet Secretariat. In case, anv 
sanction requires, the exercise of powers of Secretary 
level, this may*be referred to the Secretary (Coordi¬ 
nation) in Cabinet Secretariat.
